Tuberculosis from Restricted 
Quarantine Areas 


OTTAWA, Dec. 12.—Machinery for 
the eradication of tuberculosis is pro- 
vided in regulations approved today 
providing for the formation of ro- 
stricted quarantine areas in which at- 
tempts will be made to stamp out tur 
berculosis among cattle. 

Under them the federal govern- 
ment will assist in the eradication of 
bovine tuberculosis from restricted 
areas on application of the provincial 
minister of agriculture, stating the 
location and boundaries of the pro- 
posed area; approximate number of 
Cattle in the area; that two-thirds of/ 
the cattle owners in the area are ‘n/| 
favor of having their cattle tested for | 
eradication of tuberculosis and that} 
the provincial government whenever 
so requested by the federal depart- 
ment of agriculture, will issist !n the 
enforcement of regulations by con} 
ducting the prosecution of persons cb- | 
structing or refusing to assist fede.- | 
al inspectors in the making of tes's! 
Or of persons who in any way refuse | 
to obey the regulations. | 

The restricted areas are to be laid | 
down by proclamation, and these are 
to be quarantined insofar as bovine! 
tuberculosis is concerned. The move- 
ment of cattle within and through the 
areas will be only under proseribed 
conditions, 

Provision is also made ‘hat feed- 
ing of animals within res‘*icted ar- 
eas on by-products of cheese factories,

There are 16 coal mines in the 
Edmonton field that are now being 
subjected to the attentions of the 
U.MW.A. Of these, three ate at 
Cardiff, five 
eight at Clover Bar. The pay roll 
of these mines amounted to $1,500, - 
000 for the year 1921, an average 
of $125,000 a month. Of course the 
average for six months of winter 
would be at Jeast double that of 
the summer average, or say #170,- 
000 a month. Assuming that the 
pay roll has been cut in half since 
December 1st by the U.M.W.A.'s 
orders, it means a loss of $20,000 
a week. When the German army 
was entering into occupation of 
Belgium and northern France, and 
levied contributions on the people 
of the towns and cities, the world 
rang with denunciations of their 
tyranny and extortion.

A Funding Proposal 

The Canadian Council of Agri- 
culture wants somebody—appar- 
ently the Provincial Governments 


—to ‘‘fund”’ the debts of farmers 
in those districts which have been 
afflicted with crop failures in re- 
cent years; the debtors ta be al- 
lowed to wipe out these obliga- 
tions in future years and at a rate 
of interest substantially lower 
than that usually charged. In 
other words the proposal is that 
the Governments of the prairie 
provinces shall pay off the liabil- 
ities of the farmers in question and 
allow them to recoup the treasur- 
ies by a series of annual payments. 
However the scheme might be ar- 
ranged in detail that is what it 
seems to amount to, since the de- 
mand is that the interest charged 
shall be less than that commonly 
obtainable for loans, less in fact 
than the Provinces would prob- 
ably have to pay for the money to 
carry through the transaction.” In 
tubstance the suggestion is that the 
Governments shall accommodate 
the farmer by using public credit 
to extend the time on his payments 
now due or past-due, and: farther 
by lending him the credit at less 
than market prices. 

This is not by any means the 
first that has been heard about the 
need of something being done on 
behalf of the farmer who cannot 
meet, his obligations, nor the first 
indication that the number who

arc in that plight are large enough 
to make it a matter of great public 
importance. Unfortunately there 
is only too good reason to believe 
that in the drought-smitten areas a 
large proportion of the farmers 
are in such position. Farming at 
best is not a business of large cash 
profits. The losses due to several 
bad years cannot be made up by 
the proceeds from a single good 
crop. And the crop of the past sea- 
son was not good enough to do 
more than meet the expenses of the 
vear, save in exceptional cases. In 
many instances it failed to even co 
that. Speaking generally, ‘‘farm 
paper”’ in such districts cannot be 
met this year and will have to be 
extended. Probably in most cases 
it will have to be cleared off in a 
series of annual installments, and 
it is entirely possible that the rate 
of interest will make a material 
difference in the time extension 
that will have to be granted. That 
relief in that direction is needed, 
and needed by a very large num- 
ber of farmers scattered over a 
considerable portion of the prairie 
west, is unquestionable, 

But it does not follow that the 
best or the only way to meet the 
situation is for the provinces to 
undertake to back the notes, mort- 
gages and machinery agreements 
of defaulting farmers wholesale ; 
or to pay off these liabilities and 
take notes from the debtors pro- 
viding for future repayment. To 
do either would be less an accom- 
modation to the farmer than to his 
creditors. They would get their 
money immediately, at the expense 
of the credit of the province, while 
the farmer would be as far in debt 
as he now is, though the interest 
charged him might be less, 

As the matter stands the credit- 
ors can do one of two things. They 
can extend time to the farmer who 
cannot pay, or they can take legal 
proceedings to sell him out. It is 
at best doubtful if under present 
circumstances a farm with stock 
and equipment could be sold for 
enough real money to meet an 
obligation large enough to make 
such closing out proceedings 
necessary. In any case the farii- 
era’ creditors are the parties first 
in line to consider the proposal for 
a general extension of payments, 
and under prevailing conditions 
they are not likely to be found in 
an unwilling mood, provided they 
in turn can get accommodation 


their work. Subjected to the vilest 


verbal abuse, threatened with 
murder or worse against them- 
selves and their families, pelted 


with missiles or struck with fists 
and clubs, the fact that they have 
returned to work day after day 
proves beyond question that the 
pressure to strike was from with- 
out, not from within. That it was 
not to secure increased wages or 
better working conditions—both 
of which were satisfactory to the 
men employed—but to demon- 
strate that the authority of the 
U.M.W.A., was supreme both over 
the miners and the public. 

The strain on the men who are 
keeping the mines in operation is 
terrific. They leave their homes 
in the early morning, knowing 
that their houses will be picketed 
by members of the eut-throat 
gang; that every means will be 
taken to intimidate their wives 
and children, and possibly do them 
violence. And they know that the 
same or a similar gang are wait- 
ing for their return to repeat the 
tactics of the morning. That men 
have continued at work under 
such conditions is an evidence of 
pluck and staying powers that is 
altogether creditable, and is en- 
titled to the fullest support, both 
moral and material, 

The provincial police have done 
well in preventing any large mea- 
sure of physical violence. That 
they have not been able to forestall 
every such attempt has been due 
to lack of numbers. But the time 
has come for the publie to demand 
not merely defensive, but aggres- 
sive action in support of the right 
of the miner to work and of the 
householder to have coal. 

Let there be no mistake. The 
order to strike was aimed at the

PRISONER TAKEN
